Fire Damp Explosion In German 
Mine Kills Hundreds. 


812 FRENCH MINERS ESCAPE 


One Hundred and Sixty-Four Bodies 
Recovered In German Accident— 
600 Men Working In Mine at Mo- 

ment of Explosion, But Half of 
Them Not In Galleries That 
Were Wrecked—Awful Scenes. 


Saarbrucken, Jan. 29.—A fire-damp 
explosion occurred yesterday morning 
in the Bildstock shaft of the Reden 
Mine at Saint Johann-On-Saar, op- 
posite here. 

Yesterday afternoon the bodies of 
164 miners had been found, 17 men 
dangerously injured had been rescued 
and more than a hundred miners were 
missing. The number of dead is esti- 
mated at 200. 

There were about 600 men working 
in the shaft when the explosion oc- 
curred, but half of them were not in 
the galleries which were wrecked. 

Forty Still In the Pit. 

The rescue corps was working des- 
perately to reach the entombed men, 
when the party was driven out by an 
outbreak of fire. Forty men probably 
are still in the pit. 

The scenes at the pit-mouth, where 
the families of the miners gathered, 
were most distressing. 

The disaster occurred 2,300 feet un- 
der ground and is one and one-quarter 
miles from the floor shaft. It is the 
greatest mine catastrophe ever known 
in the Saar region. 

At a late hour last night it was 
still uncertain how many workmen 
still were in the mine, the reports be- 
ing divergent. The entrance to the 
gallery underground is blocked with 
dead horses. 

Heartrending Scenes. 

Heart-rending scenes are witnessed 
among the thousands of persons, 
mostly members of the families of the 
miners, who are gathered about the 
mouth of the shaft. Most of the bodies 
brought to the surface are mangled 
beyond recognition. 

The mine inspectors last evening 
ordered the rescuers to return to 
their homes, but to hold themselves 
in readiness for further orders. 

Emperor William has ordered that 
a full report of the disaster be sent 
to him. 

Experts calculate that the rescue 
work will take one week. 

Three Dead In French Explosion. 

Lens, France, Jan. 29.—An explos- 
ion occurred in a coal mine at Lieyin, 
in the Courrieres district, due to an 
explosion of fire-damp in one of the 
pits. 

It is believed that the only victims 
were the chief engineer and his two 
assistants. 

A panic followed the explosion and 
most of the population of the town 
rushed to the mouths of the pits, pre- 
venting the work of the rescue until 
the gendarmie restored order. 

Of the 812 miners who descended 
into the pits 680 had been rescued at 
2p. m. and the rest were ascertained 
to be safe. A declaration to this ef- 
fect has been posted. The crowd, 
however, continues to show excite- 
ment, and when this poster was read 
there were cries of “They said the 
same thing at Courrieres.”

FIREMEN’S TRAGIC END. 


‘ 


Fatal Conflagration In Buffalo and. 
Collapse of Building With 20 Men. 


Buffalo, Jan. 29—Buried under tons 
of ice-coated debris of the eight-storey 
Seneca Building, at 101-109 Seneca 
street, destroyed by fire yesterday, 
three firemen were last night probably 
dead, or so badly injured that they 
will die before aid can reach them. 

About twenty firemen, including the’ 
three missing men, were on the roof 
of the Heywood Building, fighting 
against a spread of the flames when 
two thick brick walls of the Seneca 
building collapsed. Tons of debris 
from the crumbling walls crashed 
down upon the roof of the lower Hey- 
wood building, going through the roof 
and carrying floor after floor into the 
basement. Not one of the twenty men 
escaped without some injury, but 
half of them were able to fight their 
way out and to give aid to their less 
fortunate comrades. 

Gangs of men were at once put to 
work clearing away the wreckage and 
rescuing the imprisoned firemen. By. 
noon all but three of their number had 
been released and hurried to hospi- 
tals. All of them were painfully in+ 
jured, and were covered with a thick 
coating of ice. None of the injured 
will die. 

As night fell electric light wires were 
strung into the ruins, and last nicht 
by the light of are lamps and reflec 
tors the work of rescue was kept up 
without a moment’s pause. 

The dead are: William J. Naughton, 
a lieutenant; John R. “Hinkey, fire- 
man; Stephen J. Meghan, fireman. ' 

The loss is approximately half a 
million dollars, covered by insurance 
to the extent of about 90 ver cent. 


HONG KONG STRUCK BY GALE. 


Sank Over 50 Chinese Craft 
Drowned 100 Chinese. 

Hong Kong, Jan. 29—A terrific rain 
squall broke over Hong Kong 
day morning, and in the s 
minutes sank over 50 Chinese craft in 
the harbor, more than 100 natives be- 
ing drowned.

6,000,000 More Chinese Are 
Affected By the Famine. 


PARENTS SELLING CHILDREN 


Daily Offer Their Little Ones at From 
$2 to $4 Each—500,000 Refugees 
Huddled In Mat Sheds at Tsing- 
kiangpu — Brigandage Is Rife 
Everywhere — Provinces on 
the Verge of Revolt. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—Mail reports 
from American consular officers in 
China, which reached the State De- 
partment yesterday regarding the fa- 
mine and the resulting conditions, 
still further confirm the stories of suf- 
fering and hardship among the peo- 
ple in the districts affected. : 
Consul Haynes at Nanking says 
that the famine is ten times worse 
than anything known in that part of 
the empire for the past 40 years. The 
Chinese officials, he says, upon infor— 
mation given him by the viceroy, ad- 
mit their inability to cope with the 
situation. The Government is trying 
to help the starving people to keep 
their cattle, and to this end is taking’ 
their oxen and buffaloes in pawn for 
two taels each, keeping them thus 
until next spring, when it will return 
them. 

Humane For Quid Pro Quo. 
Consul-General Haynes declares 
that whatever aid may be extended 
by this Government in the present 
crisis will certainly do much to dis- 
pel the ill-feeling recently aroused by. 
the boycott, the Exclusion Act, etc. 
Consul-General Rodgers at Shang- 
hai says an efquiry which he has 
made throngh private sources affords 
the general conclusions that the fam- 
ine will, by March 1, be regarded as 
Severe and perhaps more so than that 
of 1878, by which it is thought 10,000,- 
000 lives were lost. 
The report of Mr. Rodgera is ac- 
companied by a statement by Dr.; 
Henry M. Woods of the Southern 
Presbyterian Mission at Hwaianfu, 
who estimates that 10,000,000 are af-: 
fected by the famine, four millions of 
whom are starving. He says that at 
present more than 500,000 refugees are 
at Tsingkiangpu huddled in mat 
sheds, and that the pitiful sight is! 
daily witnessed of parents offering 
their children for sale at from $2 to 
$4 each. Brigandage and robbery, he 
adds, are everywhere rife. 

Border On Actual Rebellion. _ 
Mr. Rodgers declares that the in- 
fluence of the famine conditions upon 
current affairs can now be plainly 
seen in the unrest and discontent of 
the people. From many places, he, 
says, comes news of riots of greater 
or less degree, while in Ksangsi, a 
state bordering on actual rebellion, is 
on. So serious has the situation be- 
come that a goodly portion of the 
pyar able military force is now in the 
field. - 

Mr. Rodgers concludes: “My de- 
liberate opinion is that the next few 
months will see the development of 
dangerous things in this part of 
China, and that such conditions and 
circumstances will have a great ef- 
fect upon foreign interests, political 
as well as commercial. 

“(@hina’s new year, which, luckily, 
falls late this year, being in the sec- 
ond week of February, is watched 
with no small degree of uneasiness.”

DODDER ALSO IS EXPORTED 


Dominion Law Charged With Encour- 
aging the Exportation of Worst and 
Commonest of Clover Weeds— 
Catchfly Sent Into Republic Un- 
der the Name of Red Clover 
Soed—Mr. Mann’s Speech. 
Washington, Jan. 28.—With a score 
of small bottles before him, contain- 
ling seeds of various grasses, Repre- 
sentative Mann of Illinois made a 


speech in the House Saturday about 
“Seed Adulterations.” 


He said that the Canadian Govern-_ 


ment permitted the exportation of 
two of the best known adulterants, 
dodder and catchfly, and dilated upon 
their characteristi 
He said that of 352 samples of alfal- 
fa seed purchased in the open market, 
160, or nearly one-half, were found 
to contain dodder seed. Of 521 sam- 
.ples of red clover seed obtained in the 
same way, 116, or over 22 per cent., 
foontained dodder seed. 
| Mr. Mann said that two samples of 
red clover seed, representing about 
10,000 pounds, recently imported from 
Canada, were all practically the seed 
‘oi catchfly, one of the commonest and 
jworst clover weeds in the Dominion. 
He made the direct charge that a 
large proportion of the low grade seed, 
containing weed seeds and dead seed, 
offered for sale in the United States, 
tis imported from Europe and Canada. 
“Canada,” he said, “has a very strict 
seed inspection law preventing the 
sale in that country of seed contain- 
ting any of a long list of prohibited 
qweed seeds. That law, however, con- 
tains a clause encouraging the ex- 
portation of these prohibited seeds. 
if a law could be framed which will 
tprohibit the importation of and in- 
Yerstate commerce in seed containing: 
sweed seeds and dead seed, much good 
‘can be done.”

CHANGE OF ACT PROPOSED 


Number of Representatives at Con- 
federation to Be Minimum—Sir Wil- 
{rid Laurior Hopes \That Growth 
of Maritime Provinces May Soon 
Restore Them to Former Posi- 
tion—Aylesworth’s Argument. 


Ottawa, Jan. 29.—A resolution was 
submitted to the House yesterday by 
Mr. Hughes (Prince Edward Island), 
praying for an amendment to the 
British North America act, providing 
that the Maritime Provinces, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island, shall not at any time 
have fewer representatives in the 
House of Commons than the number 
that was assigned to each when it 
entered confederation. 

An interesting debate followed, 
which was, after the House divided 
upon the question, adjourned until 
some future date. 

Giving Some Concern. 

The situation which has developed 
in the working out of the terms of 
confederation is one which is giving 
the people of the Provinces on the At- 
lantic coast some concerh. The Mari- 
time Provinces have in recent years 
fallen somewhat behind the pheno- 
Menal development and growth of 
Population of the other Provinces in 
confederation. The rapid increase of 
population in Quebec, which has a 
fixed representation in the Commons, 
has raised the unit of population, 
and as the Maritime Provinces have 
not kept pace in regard to population 
with the pivotal Province of confed- 
eration and the other Provinces, the 
number of representatives which they 
send has been diminishing instead of 
increasin; 


Strict! Judicial. 

Mr. Aylesworth, while sympathiz- 
ing with the aspirations of rince 
Edward Island, gave a strictly ju- 
dicial interpretation to the agree 
ments under which the three Pro- 
vinces named in the resolution en- 
tered confederation, and held that 
they had been given the full repre- 
sentation to which under the pact en- 
tered into they were entitled. The 
loss of one or two members was not, 
he contended, sufficient ground upon 
which to appeal for an amendment to 
the B. N. A. act. 

The Premier’s View. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in a speech 
which was cordially received by both 
sides of the House, contended that 


_ the principle upon which confedera- 


tion was formed was undoubtedly 
that of representation by population, 
and efter forty years of experience 
everyone would agree that the prin- 
ciple must be maintained. At the 
Same time no one would wish to carry 
the principle to the extreme of com- 
mitting an injustice to any member 
of confederation. Although the Mari- 
time Provinces had fallen behind a 
little in the race, he had confidence 
they would regain the lost ground in 
the near future. At all events, he was 
Satisfied the other Provinces could be 
telied upon to deal fairly with them, 
and no ground had been shown for 
the serious step of seeking at this 
stage an amendment to the terms of 
confederation.

Fredericton, N. B., Jan. 26.—Tho 


death of the Hon. A. G, Blair, former 
Minister of Railways, yesterday, com- 


| ing so suddenly in his native city, 
| caused a great shock to the citizens 


generally. It was altogether unex- 
pected and followed an illness of only 
a few minutes duration. Mr. Blair 
came to this city on Thursday after- 
noon from Ottawa and stopped off here 
to visit relatives and look after some 
business matters. On his arrival he 
the railway depot 
to the home of his sister-in-law, Miss 
‘Thompson, where he usually stayed 
when in the city. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Blair met 
J. H. Barry, K. C., solicitor for the 
telephone company, by appointment. 
During the morning he remarked to 
Mr. Barry that he felt he should not 
have come out in such cold weather

on account of his haying a cold, but 
this was taken as a casual remark. 
However, on going to dinner about 1 
o’clock Mr. Blair agreed to meet Mr. 
Barry at the telephone office at seven 
oclock last evening, saying that he 
would stay in the house during the 
afternoon and see if he would not 
feel some better, and they could finish 
the business connected with the com- 
ing amalgamation of the New Bruns- 
wick and Central Telephone Com- 
panies in the evening. 

After dinner Mr. Blair remained in 
the house and between 4 and 5 o’clock 
he was talking over the telephone, 
transacting some business, and did 
not seem to be in ill-health at all 
from outward appearance. When his 
sister-in-law came in between 5 and 6 
o’clock she found Mr, Blair reclining 
on a sofa. 

His Last Words. 

After pleasant remarks Mr. Blair, 
in referring to Miss Thompson’s work 
at the education offices, where she is 
employed, asked: “What progress 
hhaye you made in your work to-day?” 

These proved to be his last words. 
We soon collapsed, his head fell back 
and he commenced to breathe hard. 

Next door lived Judge William Wil- 
son, a former fellow-politician and a 
life-long friend of Mr. Blair. Miss 
Thompson called him in and Judge 
Wilson found Mr. Blair scarcely 
breathing. He felt for his pulse, but 
found that it had stopped beating. A 
few moments and the breathing ceas- 
ed. 

In Jess than five minutes from the 
time he was seized he was dead. 

Death was due to heart failure. 

It was a singular coincidence that 
Mr. Blair should have come to the 
city of his birth, which he had of 
late only visited for brief periods, when 
his end was to come. 

His Family. 

Besides his widow, a daughter of 
the late George Thompson, deputy 
superintendent of education, to whom 
he was married on Oct. 18, 1866, when 
he was but 22 years old, five daugh- 
ters—Mrs. R. I. Randolph, this city; 
Mrs. Walter Clarke of Halifax; Mrs. 
D. P. Brewin of England and Mrs. Dr. 


McCarthy of Ottawa, and Miss Mar- 


jorie of Ottawa, and two sons, A. 
George Blair, Jr., of Ottawa, and Don- 
ald, also of Ottawa—survive. One sis- 
ter, Mrs. J. A. Rossborough of Guys- 
boro, N. 8., and one half-sister, Mrs. 
Amy Fenely, aged 93 years, of this 
city, also survive. One daughter was 
drowned at Ottawa some years ago 
while skating. 

The remains of the late Mr. Blair 
will be taken to Ottawa by O. P. R. 
for interment, leaving here this eves- 
ing.

Mr. Blnir’s chict legislative work 
was the Railway Act of Canada, 
creating a commission for the control 


of the rnilways of the country. In 
guiding it throngh Parliament he ex- 
hibited a knowledge of railways, rail- 
way law and railway operition that 
showed him to have greater powers of 
mind than had been coneeded by or- 


the estimation of Parliament and the 
country. By common consent also he 
was designated as the proper pergon 
to take the chief position on the com- 
mission his bill provided for, and his 


successor, Mr. Justice Killam, told 
the Canadian Club at Ottawa the 
great value of his work in this re- 


spect, in these words: 

“Tiere is one thing more I ought to 
say; I think this country owes a deep 
debt of gratitude to the first chief 
commissioner of the board of railway 
commissioners, the Hon. Mr. Blair. 
Mr, Blair is a very able lawyer; he 
had much experience as Minister oft 
Railways, and as the head of the rail- 
way committee of the Privy Council 
he took great part in drawing up the 
Railway Act under which we are 
working at present, and in order to 
frame it he must have enquired fully 
into the different systems in vogue 
elsewhere. Mr. Blair went to the board 
of railway commissioners with a large 
amount of knowledge; more than any 
other man could haye had in under- 
taking such work. He did great work 
in establishing the Canadian railway 
commission; he estgblished it upon 
broad lines. I very auch regret, and 
I think the country should regret, 
that he saw fit to retire so soon from 
the work of the board.

~ TWO-FOLD TRAGEDY. 


Wm. Whitely, London’s Famous Shop- 
man, Killed by Man Who Claimed 
Him Father—Assassin Will Die. 

London, Eng., Jan. 25—William 
Whitely, founder of the first big de- 
partment store in London, was shot 
and killed yesterday by a young man, 
who afterwards attempted to commit 
suicide. 

Mr. Whitely was about to leave his 
store, when his assailant rushed up to 
him and fired several shots. The mer- 
chant fell dead where he stood. The 
assassin then emptied the revol- 
ver into his own body, inflicting what 
are belicyed to be mortal wounds. 

The store was crowded with shop- 
pers, and a seim-panic followed. A 
force of police was quickly on the 
scene, the public were ejected from 
the building and the doors were 
closed. 

No reason for the act has been 
learned. 

It appears that the murderer had 
been conversing with Mr. Whitely, 
and the latter was overheard to say 
as he walked away: “If you do not! 
go, I shall call the police.” 

Mr. Whitely’s murderer cannot re- 
cover. He gave the name of Cecil 
Whitely, and said he was a son of 
the murdered man. Relatives of the 
late Mr. Whitely who have seen. the 
assassin say that they do not recog- 
nize him. 

Persons who overheard Mr. Whitely 
and his yisitor conyersing declare 
that there was no quarrel. 

The following pencilled statement 
was found on Mr. Whitely’s assailant: 

“Yo whom it may concern,—Wil- 
liam Whitely is my father. This two- 
fold tragedy is due to his refusal.of a 
reaueee which is perfectly reasonable. 

There was only a small sum of 
money in the man’s pockets and 
other indications that he had come to 
the end of his resources. 

William Whitely, from a small be- 
ginning, built up the largest depart- 
mental store in England, and this fact 
gave him the designation of ‘“Uniyer- 
sal Provider.” He was 76 years old.

Toronto, Jan. 24.—After a little more 
than an hour’s discussion of the evi- 
dence, the jury brought in a verdict of 
“not guilty,” in favor of Edward Bri- 
dant, charged with the murder of his 
wife, by furnishing her with noxious 
drugs. 

In discharging Bridant, Chief Jus- 
tice Meredith remarked that he did not 
agree with the verdict, in view of the 
evidence given. 

“Tt is ‘between you and the Al- 
mighty, whether you are guilty or not. 
You are discharged,” were the part- 
ing words to Bridant. 

The Judge’s Address. 

Chief Justice Meredith in his ad- 
dress to the jury explained clearly the 
charge upon which Bridant was being 
tried, as laid down in the criminal 
code. He had no doubt Mrs. Bridant 
had been pregnant for three or four 
months. Did the prisoner know her 
condition? It seemed impossible that 
he did not. After reviewing the evi- 
dence his lordship asked, “Would a 
woman, knowing she was about to 
pass into eternity, who asked her mo- 
ther to kneel and say the Lord’s Pray- 
er, and repeated the words of the 
prayer until her strength failed, be 
liable to accuse her husband falsely?” 

Referring to the correspondence be- 
tween the woman and Driscoll, the

SOCIALISTS LOSE 17 SEATS 


Prince Von Buelow’s Liberal, Radical 
and Conservative Supporters of His 
Colonial Policy Win 20 Seats— 
Clerical Centre Remains Solid— 
Reballoting Probable 175 
of the Constituencies. 


In 


Berlin, Jan. 26—The Goverriment 
' has won a definite victory in the gen- 
eral elections held yesterday for a 
new Reichstag. The Liberal, Radical 
and Conservative parties, supporting 
Prince Yon Buelow’s colonial policy, 
have won at least twenty seats. But 
More important for the Government 
than the success of its colonial plans, 
is the crushing defeat of the Social- 
ists, who will lose a total of seven- 
teen or eighteen seats. 

This is the first election since 1887 
that the Socialists have not increased 
their representation in the Reichstag 
by from five to twenty seats. They 
have lost especially in several large 
cities, among them Breslau, Halle, 
Madgeburg, Leipzig and Koenigsberg. 

The Clerical Centre holds nearly 
every one of former 100 seats. 
There is a possibility, however, that 
te-ballotings in the undecided dis- 
tricts may lose that party one or two 
Imore seats. 

The Conseryatives have won six 
seats, two of them from the Social- 
ists, Re-balloting probably will be ne- 
cessary In 175 constituencies, so that 
complete returns will not be in before 
Feb. 5. 

Certain districts in Upper Bavaria 
that are snowbound have not yet been 
heard from, but they are considered 
safe for the Centre party.

from 5 ito 214 parts, only one having 
the five parts, showing it to be heal- 
thy. All but twaq samples were 
found ito be infested. with intestinal 
bacteria — colon bacilli — amd the 
analyst should not tbe used 
without previous iboilinz.

Blizzard Just Over In the Wes: 
the Worst Jn 25 Years. 


TRAINS KILL DRIFT CATTLE 


Fue! Running Very Low Owing to thi 
Tie-Up of the Railways For Days— 
Hardly a Whee! Turned In Threo 
Provincos Since Friday Night— 
Two-Engine Train Stalled at 
Regina — Report 18 Frozen. 


Winnipeg, eb. 4.—The_ gren{ 
storm which has swept over the wes{ 
has completely tied up railroads, and 
scarcely a wheel has turned in the 
three provinces since Friday night. 

The blizzard was the climax of the 
worst winter the west has seen for 2% 

ears, and tho’ railroads ore almost 
Lepatosaty tied up. 

Branch line after branch line is 
completely snowed up, while, to add 
to the trials of the situation, fuel and 
provisions in many towns are run: 
ning low. 

The most serious aspect of tha 
whole situation is the shortage of 
coal. Owing to terrible storms, the 
railways have been unable to pert 
forward enough coal from the he: 
of the lakes to keep up with the eon- 
sumption, until, at the present time, 
the stocks are practically exhausted. 

Reports from Brandon state that 
fuel there is running yery low. 

At Medicine Hat, Alta., the fierce 
storms and heavy snow have resulted 
in famished stock drifting in large 
numbers on to the railway tracks of 
the range section. Fivery passing 
train kills large numbers, and tha 
slaughter has become so heavy on 
the Crow’s Nest Pass, from Dunmora 
Junction to Lethbridge, that the 
@.P.R. has employed a large number 
of Indians to drive the cattle from 
the right of way. 

The Indian scouts 
the lines for miles through the 
Grassy Lake section, holding the 
hali-crazed cattle by every device 
known to experienced cowboys. 

The stock ‘drift’? with the wind 
and snow until they strike a “cut” or 
the side of a heavy “‘fill’’ on the line, 
where they are protected from the 
fury of the storm. Here they remain 
in ever-increasing numbers until 
passing trains scatter them.

At Regina the last train from the 
north came in Friday morning, pull- 
ed by two good engines, but has been 
held there since, as it is impossible 
for it to return until the road is dug 
out.

afternoon, while it is reported that 
all important coal supplies from the 
west were stalled in drifts in the 
neighborhood of Maple Creek.

St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 4.—Reports 
from all parts of the northwest say 
that the wind and storm of Friday 
night was the most severe of the win- 
ter. The temperature is about 10 below 
zero. Drops in temperature from 40 
to 60 degrees in various parts of the 
northwest during the preceding 18 
hours have been reported.

FIRST-BORN DIES. 


Geath of T. H. Lynch, Who 
Royal City’s Oldest Son. 
Toronto, Heb. 4—On Sunday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock there passed away 
from the effects of la grippe, at 41 
Munro street, Thomas Hyland 
Lynch, for many years the most wide- 
ly known man in the City of Guelph. 
Mr. Lynch was the first male child 
born in what is now known as 
Guelph, he first seeing the light there 
on Feb. 29, 1828. Phe deceased, who, 
in his prime, was a powerful man, 
was for thirty years county constable 
of Wellington, and was warrant offi- 
cer for the late Sheriffs Grange and 
Gow of Wellington. 

On April 23, 1877, he carried the 
flag at the head of the proc on 
when Guelph celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary as a municipality. Two 
years later he performed the same 
office, when Guelph became a city. 
He was the guest of honor at the last 
celebration in the Royal Gity, when 
the Guelph Old Boys visited the 
scenes of their youth. 

Mr. Lynch’s father at one time pos- 
sessed the ground of what is now the 
Model Farm at Guelph. 

For fourteen years he was a resi- 
dent of this city. Mr. Lynch, who 
was in his 79th year, only celebrated 
nineteen anniversaries of his birth- 
day, his last one two years ago, be- 
ing eight years after the previous 
one. 

Two years ago Mr. and Mrs. Lynch 
celebrated their golden wedding. Mrs. 
Lynch pre-deceased her husband 
four months ago. 

To-day the remains will be taken 
on the 1 o'clock train to Guelph, 
where they will be interred in the 
family plot. The deceased leaves be- 
hind him four sons and three 
daughters.

DEATH OF JUDGE HORNE. 


Senior Judge of Essex County Dies 
After One Bay’s Sickness. 

Windsor, Feb. 4—After an illness 
of only one day, Qharles Robert 
Horne, senior judge of the Essex 
County court, died suddenly Satur- 
day night. He was subject at times 
to weak spells on account of an af- 
fection of the heart. 

Judge Horne was born in St. Vin- 
cent, West Indies, 70 years ago. His 
early life was spent in Bath, Eng- 
land. In 1855 he went to Toronto and 
studied law. After being admitted to 
the bar he came to Essex Gounty, 
first going to Amherstburg. He came 
to Windsor in 1867, entering into 
partnership *with Justice Killam, 
chairman of the railway commission. 

He had been county judge since 
1883. He wus mayor of this city from 
1877 until 1880. Judge Horne was of a 
very genial disposition, and was 
Imown as one of the most democratio 
judges in Ontario,

Text Book Commissioners De- 
clare In Their Favor. 


MANHOOD REGISTRATION 


Premier’s Measure to Repeal It, Ex- 
cept In Cities—Mr, Graham Is Per- 
sonally Opposed to the Proposi- 
tion, and Thinks the Present 
Act Should Be Broadened In 
Scope Instead of Restricted. 


Toronto, Feb. 2—Important recom- 
mendations are contained in the re- 
ort of the Text-Book Commission, 
aid on the table of the Legislature 
penterany afternoon by Hon. Mr. 
anna, 

The Commission finds among other 
things that the text-books used in the 
Ontario schools are inferior in many 
respects to those of Great Britain and 
the United States; they cost too much 
to the pupils, and too many text- 
books are authorized. In the con- 
cluding portion of their report the 
Commissioners strongly favor a sys- 
tem of free text-books for the schools. 

On this point they say in part: 
“Tivery one now favors a system of 
free education. A free school should 
include free equipment for the school 
—maps, globes, ete., ete, are now 
supplied free. And there seems no 
valid reason why text-books and oth- 
er school supplies should not be so 
provided. Indeed, there are many co- 
gent reasons, which suggest them- 
selyes On a moment’s reflection, why 
they should be so supplied. Objec- 
tions here, as in other quarters, read- 
ily disappear before the basic prin- 
ciple that education is maintained in 
the general interests of the whole 
province, rather than for the indivy- 
idual or for any particular locality.” 

Books Behind the Times. 

The summing up of the commis- 
sioners is as follows: 

“Tt is clear that text-book publish- 
ing in Ontario has fallen behind the 
times. Most of the books produced 
to-day are no better than those pro- 
duced 20 years ago, whereas in the 


United States and in Great Britain: 


great progress has been made. The 
paper used in the Ontario books is 
not equal to that used in the United 
States, and is much inferior to that 
used in Great Britain. As the de- 
mand for this kind of paper increases 
doubtless some of this inferiority will 
disappear. Concerning typesetting, 
some of the work done here is *de- 
cidedly inierior, while plate-making 
and press work are more nearly up- 
to-date. In binding the United 


| States factories have special machin- 


ery and produce better work at lower 
prices. Part of this general inferior- 
ity has been due to the absence of 
any insistent demand from the edu- 
cational authorities, inspectors or 
teachers for better work. The Depart- 
ment allowed slovenly work, and ap- 
parently the inspectors and teachers 
either hesitated to criticize or were 
unfamiliar with conditions elsewhere. 


, We believe that just as good bools 


may be produced in Canada as else- 
where if the authorities insist upon 
a equally high standard.” 

Manhood Registration. 

Premier Whitney introduced a bill 
in the Legislature to amend the man- 
hood suffrage registration act. The 
measure repeals manhood suffrage 
registration except in cities. 

The bill was introduced by the Gov- 
ernment last year in order to give 
notice to the country that it would 
be amended to the extent stated. The 
Government takes the ground that 
it is only in large places where there 
is a considerable floating population 
that the present measure, which ap- 
plies to cities, county towns and a 
few specified places; is necessary. 


There are several towns larger than. 


county towns which are cut off by 
the act as it now stands. As there 
i3 a revision of the voters’ lists in 
the counties every year the registra- 
tion act is not needed’ there. 

Mr. Graham Opposes. 

Mr. Graham, leader of the Opposi- 
tion, is personally opposed to the 
amendment. He thinks the present 
act should be broadened instead of 
restricted. The proposal of the Goy- 
ernment will not, he thinks, get rid 
of a class of voters which it is aimed 
to deal with; they will get on the 
lists anyway. ‘The registration act 
is, in his opinion, cheaper than the 
old law providing for a revision every 
year, 1s more thorough and more con- 
yenient because a more universal vote 
is obtained. 

Mr. Thompson (Centre Simcos) in- 
troduced a bill amending the registry 
act by making mechanics’ liens on 
railway lands come under the gen- 
eral registry act. 


Twenty-Four Rescued.

On the Trent canal, the section 9 1-2 
miles, comprising the mew hydraulic 
lift lock at Asiibursham) (Peterbo- 
rough) was formerly opened for traf- 
fic in June 1904. A second hydrantic 
lozsk ta overcome a; rise and falf of | 
fifty four feet is under construction 
for the Balsam-Simeos Lake division 
of the canal. The work was com- 
pleted during the season, of 1906, The | 
other works under contract are in 
a like position of advancement.

Toronto, Feb. 5.—George R. R. Cock 
burn, ex-president of the Ontario 
Bank, accused of making a false xe- 
turn to the Dominion Government, 
was discharged by Magistrate Deni- 
son yesterday afternoon. — 5 { 

Mr. Cockburn testified in his own 


behalf. He denied every allegation 
Taal by Gharles McGill othe late; 
general manager, as to his knowl- 


edge of any wrongdoing, The direc- 
tors also denied McGill’s evidence. 

Magistrate Denison asked Mr. Goek- 
burn two questions: 

“When you signed the statements 
did you believe they were true?” 

“T did,” was the reply. 

“Did you sign them wilfully imow- 
ing they were false?” 

“J did not.” 

Then the magistrate said: 

Discharges Mr. Cockburn. 

The crown have failed to bung any 
charge home to the defendant. Every 
witness brought to court except the 
solitary one, the principal offender, 
Charles McGill, who, unfortunately, 
is now standing under two charges 
of theit, gave evidence for the defen- 
dant. In the first place, the explana- 
tion by McGill is contradicted by) 
every other witness, and I could see; 
by his conduct that he was not tell- 
ing the truth. Every circumstances 
shows concealment on the part of Mc- 
Gill to keep everything from the presi- 
dent and the directors. I am clearly 
conyinced that the statement yas. 
signed by @ockburn without knowing 
it to be untrue or false. I shall dis- 
charge the prisoner—I mean the de- 
fendant. 

Test Case Ridiculous. ‘ 

Referring to Crown Attorney Gor- 
ley’s request for power to submit the 
case as a test to the higher court, 
the magistrate said that in view of: 
what he believed, this would seem 
ridiculous. 

“T would not at all like to commit 
myself to such procedure,” he said; 
“any way, it is not at all necessary. 
You can appeal if you want to. The 
evidence before me shows what I 
should do.” 

The crown attorney having unsuc- 
cessfully appealed to Magistrate Deni-' 
son to merely state the facts of the, 
ease for the information of a higher 
court, where the actual trial should 
take place, Mr. Corley may, if he 
s0 desires, appeal to the Attorney- 
General’s Department, or the Depart- 
ment may act on its own initiative 
in applying to the Court of Appeal 
for an order. If the point of law were 
sustained by the court, it could then 
order a new trial to be held. 

Walter Chenoweth, ex-accountant, 
was the first witness of the day. He, 
had been told to refer the directors 
to McGill for information. 

Hon. Richard Harcourt, a director 
since 1900, swore emphatically thatrt 
was absolutely false that the New 
‘York speculations were under the 
‘board’s orders. 

“McGill has said that you told him 
to Keep-quiet about it?” asked the at- 
*tormey. 

“Absolately untrue. I would have 
sresignéed in thirty minutes if I had 
‘known that one dollar of the bank’s 
“funds was invested in speculative se- 
«curities. 

“I believed: that was an absolutely 
itrue statement,”’ declared the witness, 
jwhen Mr. ‘Arnoldi produced McGill’s 
‘statement presented in June last. He 
\was jhorrer-stricken when the truth 
was made known. McGill had first 
‘affirmed the statement was correct, 
‘but ‘finally admitted deception.

“Indeed, sir, these affectionate re-

ticularly of sorrow, the GOanadian 
people have sympathetically desired 
‘to share it.

CAUSE SOME TROUBLE. 


Members of Ontarlo House Develop 
a Thirst for Information on Cen- 
tral Prison Labor Contract. 


Toronto, Feb. 6—The Provincial 
Goyernment’s troubles in connection 
with the prison labor contract at the 
Central Prison have been many and 
are not yet ended. The contract play- 
ed on important part in the Bast 
Hamilton bye-election, and was as 
much responsible a8 anything for the 
Joss of that seat to the Government 
and the election of Mr. Allan Stud- 
holme, the Indepenedtn Labor candi- 
date, _ 

Yesterday several questions as to 
the contract and former similar con- 
tracts, and the intention of the Goy- 
ernment in respect to prison labor 
generally, were asked in the Legis- 
Jnture, and notice has been given of 
others. In some cases the inquiries 
were and are by members of the Op- 
position, in others they are on the 
Government side. The propounders 
in the latter are inferentially being 
charged with the duty of drawing out 
answers which will make the Govern- 
ment’s side of the story look as bright 
as possible. It is expected that Hon. 
Mr. Hanna will explain the new joint 
stock companies act during to-day’s 
session of the House. 

Mr. Studholme gaye notice of a meas- 
ure respecting the hours of labor of 
telephone employes. This, it is said, 
proposes to restrict the hours of such 
employes to a specified number, and 
is sure to provoke interesting dis- 
cussion. 

The Premier, replying to Mr. Jamie- 
son, said the Dominion Minister of 
Justice had forwarded to himself and 
the Attorney-General copies of the bill 
introduced in the House of Commons 
to regulate the exportation of electric 
power and certain liquids and gases. 
The provisions of the bill were now 
being considered by the Proyincial 
Cabinet. 

The Prison Labor Contract. 


Hon. Mr. Hanna, in reply to a 
series of questions by Mr. Smith 
(Sault Ste. Marie), said the whole 


question of prison labor was under 
consideration by the Government, 
and until a solution was reached the 
question as to whether the present 
Central Prison contract would be can- 
celled would not be answered. To 
other questions by Mr. Smith, Hon. 
Mr. Hanna said that during 1906 the 
sum of $9,611.23 had been paid to 
Ellen Charlotte Taylor (Scott, Taylor 
€o.) for labor at the Central Prison. 
The Government had paid’ $722.36 
during that time for renewals and 
repairs in connection with the wood- 
working plant, and had paid in salar- 
jes to prison officials in the wood- 
working department $799.98. To 
another question the Provincial Sec- 
retary said:— 

“The building occupied by Taylor, 
Scott & Oo. was originally built by 
prison labor, and the bricks used 
were taken from a brickyard operated 
by prison labor. I can find no record 
either at the Central Prison or in the 
Treasury Department of a charge be- 
ing made to capital account for the 
bricks used or for the labor. The 
value of the machinery at the time 
Taylor, Scott, & Co! took the contract 
would not exceed $7,000. Since taking 
the contract Taylor, Scott & Co. have 
discontinued the use of a consider 
able portion of the machinery in the 
shop at the time they took the con- 
tract, and replaced it with their own 
machinery at their own cost.” 

Some Comparisons Made. 

Hon. Mr. Hanna, replying to Mr. 
Qlark (Bruce), said there had been 
paid by the Government on account 
of the woodworking shop at the Cen- 
tral Prison during the twelve years 
ending July 31, 1905, a total of $486,- 
624.56, divided as follows:—Materials 
and small repairs, $388,412.65; salar- 
ies of officials on duty in that shop, 
$61,312.55; general expenses of the in- 
dustries at the Central Prison appor- 
tioned to that shop, $17,656.09; on 
buildings and machinery, $19,243.97. 

The stock on hand decreased by 
$6,528.89 during that period, and the 
gross sales of the shop for the same 
time were $495,003.95. The average net 
return per year for the labor of the 
shop during the period was $154,63, 
this being about three-fifths of one 
cent per man per ten-hours day for 
the prison labor employed: Over 90 
per cent. of the output of the shop 
was marketed in Ontario, compared 
with about 26 per cent. under the 
present contract. 

Mr. Studholme moyed for an order 
of the House for a retumm showing 
correspondence, agreements or other 
documents in any way relating to the 
contract entered into by the Goyern- 
ment with Taylor, Scott & Co. with 
respect to the use of prison labor in 
the Central Prison. 

Cabinet Will Decide. 

Toronto, Feb. 5.—Vigorous opposi- 
tion to the city in its effort to block 
the Electric Light Co.’s move to in- 
crease its capitalization by $1,000,000, 
was offered by the representatives of 
the company at the hearing before 
the Provincial Secretary yesterday. 
The city’s request for power to ex- 
propriate was termed socialistic and 
Mr. DuVernet, for the company, went 
to the extreme of referring to anarch- 
ism and nihilism.

Victoria, B.C., Feb. 4.—The appeal 
to the country has resulted, after all, 
in an emphatic endorsation of the 
McBride Government, which is now 
somewhat stronger than in the last 
Legislature. Mr. McBride entered the 
contest with 23 supporters, 15 against 
16 Liberals and $ Socialists, though 
the latter really supported the Gay- 
ernment and kept it in power in the 
early days of its existence. He emer- 
ges from the struggle with 25 or 26 
supporters in a House of 42. The Lib- 
erals are J4 or 15, and the Socialists 
2. The Ministry itself did not fare 
well, Mr. Cotton, President of the 
Conuneil, being defeated in Richmond, 
and the newly-appointed Minister of 
Education, Mr. Manson, gomg down 
in Alberni, while Mr. Green, Minister 
of Lands and Works, was literally 
Bacrified by the Government at the 
beginning of the contest. The crucial 
points of the struggle were the two 
cities, Victoria and Vancouver, and 
both of these elected a solid delega- 
tion of Conservatives, four in the ! 
capital and five in Vancouver. The | 
former was a smashing blow for the 
Liberals, who had counted on hold- 
ing Victoria, and its effect could only 
have been offset by the capture of 
Vancouver. The latter was not ac- 
complished, despite the strong can- 
didates, and with the loss of both 
cities the Liberal cause became hope- 
less. Noyertheless the party made a 
number of gains through the pro- 
vince, defeating two Ministers, as 
stated, and also the former Speaker, 
Pooley, in Esquimalt, while three 
other Liberal gains were Nelson, 
Skeena and Yale from the Conserva- 
fives and one from the Socialists at 
Neweastle. Against these seyen gains, 
which would haye been ample to 
overthrow the Government had the 
party held its own elsewhere, the Lib- 
erals had to face a formidable array 
of losses, beginning with four seats 
in Victoria and continuing with Co- 
lumbia, Cowichan, the Islands and 
Saanich. Slocan was taken. from the 
Socialists by the Government. 

_ The result in Victoria is perhapr 
im a measure a personal triumph fo= 
the Premier, who was returned at the 
head of the poll, with over 100 more 
yotes than the next following Con- 
servative, but still more largely due 
fo the strength developed by Dr. 
Emest.

HE PLEADED GUILTY 


To Making False Bank Returns 
to Dominion Government. 


M’GILL GETS FIVE YEARS 


In Kingston Penitentiary—To Charges 
‘of Stealing Sums Aggregating Over 
$1,200,000 He Pleaded Not Guilty 
and They Were Trav@ésed—Held 
In Jail In Meantime and Will 
Be Called in Cockburn Trial. 


Toronto, Feb. 2.—Five years’ im- 
prsonment in the Kingston Peniten- 
tary was the sentence imposed yes- 
terday morming on Charles McGill, 
former general Manager of the On- 
tario Bank, who pleaded guilty in the 
Criminal Assizes before Mr. Justice 
Glute to the charge of preparing and 
signing false returns to send to the 
department at Ottawa. 

There were three indictments 
against the accused, and he pleaded 
guilty to two counts in the first one. 

© court imposed sentence in these 
cases and traversed those in which 
McGill pleaded not guilty until the 
next Assizes. 

Mr. Justice Clute and the counsels 
in ‘the case stated emphatically that 
the newspaper statements Tegarding 
the dropping of ‘these charges were 
incorrect. No understanding existed 
wheréby the prosecution promised not 
to go on with the theft indictments, 
which would come up for trial in due 
course.

Worship Swettenham. 

The negroes worship Swettenham 
and hate the Yankees. A large num- 
ber of Americans on Christmas Day 
assembled in one of the large hotels, 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes, sang 
God Save America, but declined to 
sing God Saye the King. 

Greenwood, describing his 
on the first shock while on the pier, 
remarked: “T am a man of fair nerve, 
but when I saw the pier collapsing 
and the hotel in front of me tumbling, 
I just closed my eyes, as I thought 
ihe Angel Gabriel had blown his 

orn.”” 


Sir Alfred Jones, president of the 
Liverpool Ghamber of Commerce ; 
John Henniker Heaton, M.P., and 
other prominent men arrived at Bris- 
tol yesterday on board the steamer 
Port Kingston, from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, by way of Barbados. 

A “Monstrous” Statement.

SITEIS A HUGE HOLE 


Destruction of the Cordite Maga- 
zine At Woolwich. 


THOUGHT EARTH QUAKED 


Thousands of Terror-Stricken Persons, 
Half-Clad, Thronged. Towards the 
Arsenal After the Explosion, Con- 

cussion of Which Was Felt 40 
Miles Away—No Loss of Life 
as Night Shift Was Off. 


Woolwich, Eng., Feb. 12—A huge 
hole in the ground is all that marks 
the sito of the ehemical research de- 
partment of the Woolwich arsenal 
and the cordite magazine, which ex- 
ploded early yesterday morning with 
such terrific force tbat the concussion 
was felt in towns forty miles away, 
and the whole countryside was 
thrown into a panic, owing to the be- 
lief that a violent earthquake had oc- 
curred. 

There was no loss of life, but build- 
ings for miles around were wrecked 
to a greater or less degree by the ex- 
plosion. ' 

Within a few minutes after the, ex- 
plosion, thousands of terror-stricken 
persons, many of them half clad, 
thronged towards the arsenal. There 
were large holes in the walls of neigh- 
boring houses, and on all sides shat- 
tered doors and windows and wrecked 
Toofs testified to the appalling force of 
the explosion of cordite and chemicals 
with which the arsenal and magazine 
were stocked. 

These buildings were practically 
swept away, the big blocks of stone 
of which they were constructed being 
scattered for hundreds of yards on 
all sides. There was no night shift 
working, hence the absence of cas- 
ualties. ‘ 

The people of Baintree, forty miles 
away, were thrown into a panic by 
the shock of the explosion, while 
nearer towns had windows shattered 
and chimneys demolished. b 

The cause of the disaster is not 
known. A 

Fatality at Arnoprior. 

Arnprior, Feb. 12 —A fatality occur- 
red here yesterday afternoon when 
Oharles Wurm, an employe of Mc- 
Lachlin Bros., was fatally injured. He 
was driving a team attached to a 
freight car, and endeayored to un- 
hitch from the car, bu could not do 
so readily. He jumped and was 
caught between the pole and the car. 
His body was badly crushed, one of 
his ribs piercing his heart. He leaves 
a widow and seven children. 

Brakeman Killed. 

Hamilton, Feb. 12—W. Ryder Har- 
ley, a G.T.R. brakeman, was killed 
at the Junction cut just west of the 
city last evening.

HARRY THAW AS WITNESS. 


Said That Defendant’s Testimony Will 
Eclipse His Wife’s Story In Drama- 
tic Interest and Intensity. 


_ New York, Feb. 11—The culminat- 
ing sensation in the trial of Harry 
Thaw will be furnished by Thaw him- 
self, who, it is announced, will be put 
on the witness stand in his own de- 
fence. 

Ryen the soul baring story which 
his wife has told, it is now predicted, 
will be eclipsed in dramatic develop- 
ments by the testimony of the defen- 
dant himself. For he will swear that 
from the hour of his first proposal of 
marriage, when Evelyn Nesbit sob- 
_ bed out to him her shameful confes- 

sion, he had been tartured by visions 
which came to him by day and by 
night—visions which warned him that 
unless he killed Stanford White his 
wife’s life should be taken by slow 
poison. 

Now, it is plain why all along the 
defence has attached such deep im- 
portance to the seemingly meaning- 
less phrase of Harry Thaw when he 
lissed his wife five seconds after he 
had shot Stanford White in Madison 
Square Garden, and cried out to her, 
“Tt’s all right, dearie; I have prob- 
ably saved your life.’’ 

Strain Tells Severely on Her. 

Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw may not 
return to the stand Monday morning 
when the trial of her husband for 
the murder of Stanford White, is re- 
sumed, as had been expected. 

The strain of the last few days, 
during which she has been made to 
live again the hours when, accord- 
ing to the confession she testified she 
made to Harry Thaw, she was the 
victim of the architect, has told se- 
verely on her. Last night it was 
stated that the prisoner has come to 
her rescue and of his attorneys has 
demanded a respite for his wife. 

Tf the defendant’s plansdo not mis- 
carry, Mrs. Thaw will not be recalled 
until Tuesday. The cross-examination 
by District Attorney Jerome will, 
therefore, begin Wednesday, a day 
later than had been anticipated.

DIE FROM INTENSE COLD 


Several Fatalities Reported From tho| 
Canadian Northwest — How Sym- | 
pathetic Sottlers Propose With 

Grim Determination to Help 
Lift Horrors of Fuel Famine— 
Manitoba and Fuel Question. 


Regina, Sask., Feb. 11.—After sev 
eral weeks’ bitter cold weather, with, 
the thermometer never showing above 
25 below zero, and frequently dipping’ 
into the fifties, Saskatchewan is bask- 
ing a spell of mild spring, the thaw 
‘being general. 

Telegrams received in this city Sat- 
turday from various points in the range 
country show that snows have com- 
pletely disappeared before the Chi- 
nook, and that starving herds have 
‘again obtained sustenance. 

It will be impossible for weeks to 
gain any accurate idea of the loss to 
ranchers, but the proportion of dam- 
age will be extraordinary high. 

Temporary supplies of fuel have 
been provided for most needy points, 
such as Davidson and Bethune, and 
there is every prospect that the Q. 
N. R. will be able to keep ‘the road 
open till the time of the spring 
floods, which this year threaten tobe 
unprecedentedly heavy. 

Young Couple’s Adventure. 

Maple Creek, Man., Feb. 11—John 
Duncan, a well-known rancher, was 
married on the 4th inst. and started 
for his ranch on Skull Creek, with 
his bride. Their team wandered from 
the trail, and they were found Tues- 
day almost dead. They are in the 
hospital here, and Duncan’s feet will 
have to be amputated. Many reports 
of people perishing in the storm are 
being received here. 

English Barrister Perished. 

Weyburn, Sask., Feb. 11.—At Goose 
Lake, Aeneas McIntosh, a member 
of the English Bar, a man of promin- 
ence, whose presence in the west has 
been a mystery for some months, has 
perished in a blizzard, with a com- 
panion he was driving from the post- ' 
office. They got off the trail. The 
mounted police found this compan- 
ion nearly dead, near the sleigh, but; 
the lawyer will not be found until 
the snow melts. He evidently wander-: 
ed out on the plains and was covered 
up. 


Grim Fighters These. 

Prince Albert, Feb. 11.—One hun- 
dred teams are hurrying southward,’ 
loaded with cordwood.

Manitoba Fuel Question. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 11.—An important 
addition to the Municipal Act in re- 
gard to the prevention of fuel fa- 
mines in Manitoba towns was pass- 
ed by the law amendments commit- 
tee of the Provincial Legislature Sat-' 
urday morning. Power will be given! 
each municipality to solve its own' 
fuel question. The legislation pro- 
vides that on a two-thirds favorable, 
vote of duly qualified voters in a 
mnunicipality power is given to issue 
debentures to borrow money for the 
purpose of purchasing land and 
erecting coal and wool sheds. Power. 
is also given to purchase a year’s 
supply of wood and coal and to ex- 
pend moneys for weighing the same. 
The councils may not sell the coal 
at less than cost and may make rea- 
sonable charge for delivery. 

Carried Away By Snowslide. 

Coal Creek, B.C., Feb. 11—The car 
repair shop of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
Coal Co. was wiped out and one life 
Jost by a snowslide which occurred 
here on Friday morning at 10 o’clock, 
when a gigantic mass of ice and snow 
hurled down the mountain’s side and 
demolished the shop.

WAR CLOUD DARKENS. 


Gravity of the South American Situa- 
tion Is Very Pronounced. 
Washington, Feb. 11—Advices re- 
ceived at the State Department late 
yesterday added to the gravity of the 

Central American situation. 

It was reported that the arbitra- 
tion which has been going on in San 
Salvador for the adjustment of the 
differences between Honduras and. 
Nicaragua had been abruptly term- 
inated, and that war was impending. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 11.—Ad- 
vices received here are to the effect 
that it was President Bonilla of Hon- 
duras who broke the treaty of Corinto 
(which provides for the arbitration of 
questions in dispute between the Cen- 
tral American republics), and that as 
a result of this the tribunal, which 
was sitting at San Salvador in an en-, 
deavor to settle the differences hbe- 
tween Nicaragda and Honduras was 
dissolved. 

Trouble In Hayti-. 

Port au Prince, Hayti, Feb. 11.—The, 
relations between the Governments of, 
Hayti and Germany are strained ow- 
ing to the refusal of the German: 
bankers, Hermann & Qo., by direction 
of the court at Port au Prince to re~ 
turn to the Haytian Government 
large sums of money alleged to have 
been obtained fraudulently. 

The Official Monitor recently pub- 
lished a notice of the expulsion of 
Mr. Mansour, an American citizen, 
but Mr. Furniss, the American Min- 
ister, believing the call for the man’s 
expulsion unjustified, asked for the 
withdrawal of the order. This, how- 
ever, was refused, and Mansour has 
left for New York. The seal of the 
American legation has been placed 
on his shop. 


DEATH OF MAYOR TAIT. 


Result of Injuries Sustained During 
the Recent Earthquake. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Feb. 11.— 
Charles Tait, mayor of this city, died 
yesterday at the public hospital as 
a result of injuries sustained in the 
earthquake. He was conducting a 
meeting of the council and the build- 
ing collapsed. 

Mayor Tait was sixty-eight years 
old and of Scotch descent. 


DR. MERWIN SHOT BY WOMAN. 


Former Surgeon On British Steamers 
Killed Through Insane Jealousy. 
Kansas Gity, Feb. 11—Dr. Everett 

H. Merwin, 38 years old, who had 

spent several years on British steam- 

ships as a surgeon, and Miss Maud 

Slater, aged 23 years, a patient of 

the doctor’s, were found dead in his 

office. 

All available evidence points to the 
theory that the girl shot and killed 
the physician and then committed 
Suicide, all from insane jealousy. 
Each was shot through the head and 
a pistol was found near the extended 
right hand of the girl. 

Dr. Merwin expressed annoyance 
because Miss Slater frequently wrote 
him letters, telephoned to him and in 
other way thrust her attentions upon 
him. He even charged that through 
jealousy Miss Slater published an 
announcement of his engagement to 
another woman. The announcement 
was most embarrassing to Dr, Mer- 
win and the young woman concerned, 
and both promptly declareqa it to be 
false and that they were not respon- 
sible for its publication. :; 

Dr. Merwin was treasurer of a 
Kansas City homeopathic college and 
had an extensive practice. }Te studied 
medicine and surgery in London.

BURDEN OF ASORROW | T0 FIGHT THE LORDS 


Preparations In Britain For a 
Mighty Struggle. 


THE GOVERNMENT IS READY 


Will Pftovoke Lords to Reject Several 
Popular Measures and Finally Force 
a Dissolution—First Will Be Reso- 
lution of Ministry Laying Down 
Inalienable Rights of Com- 
mons — Against Aristocracy. 


London, Feb, 11.—The reassembling 
of Parliament on Feb, 12 arouses in- 
tense interest here, as the Govern- 
ment intends to immediately inangur- 
ate measures to check the powers of 
the House of Lords, making it sub- 
ordinate to the will of the people, as 
represented by the House of Commons 

This is nothing-less than a revolu- 
tion in the present constitutional 
methods, and foreshadows a bitter 
contest between the two houses, with 
the Government already prepared for 
a dissolution and an appeal to the 
country upon the necessity oi curbing 
the power representing the aristocracy 
in the interest of the democracy. Re- 
cent councils of the Ministers have 
determined the main lines of the Goy- 
ernment’s action, which is expected to 
begin with the introduction of a reso- 
lution laying down the House of Com- 
mons’ inalienable rights. 

A similar historic resolution was 
adopted in the 17th century, upon 
which the rights of the commons to 
control money matters was based. 
This will be merely preliminary to 
@ series of measures, by which Pre- 
mier Campbell-Bannerman proposes 
to frame a clear issue against the 
Lords, and then appeal to the people 
upon it. 

The Government’s determination to 
make the fight now is due to the de- 
feat of the education bill by the Up- 
per House, and the prospective defeat 
of all other features of the existing 
Ministerial program. It -is seldom 
that a speech from the throne has 
been awaited with such eager inter- 
est, as it is asserted that the Ministry 
has induced the crowd to make an 
allusion to the constitutional dead- 
lock between the Lords and Commons. 
Whether King Edward is ready to 
take such significant action is open 
to doubt. It is probable that any 
reference His Majesty may make on 
the subject of the House of Lords 
will be couched in moderate, uncon- 
troversial language, because the 
speech is addressed to both Houses. 

The proposed Government resolu- 
tion challenging the powers of the 
House of Lords can have little effect in 
itself, as the Lords’ powers remain, 
despite resolutions, but the passage 
of such a resolution is designed to 
give the keynote of the Ministerial 
plans. These will consist chiefiy of 
sending the Lords a number of popu- 
lar measures, including a drastic land 
bill, affecting the estates of peers and 
other members of the aristocracy. 
These measures are sure to be reject- 
ed by the House of Lords, thus giving 
the Government the opportunity to 
appeal to the country. Members oi the 
Ministry openly discuss these plans. 
and predict several dissolutions before 
a reform of the House of Lords can 
become effective. 
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Death of Sir Wm. Russell, After an 
Illustrious Career. 

London, Feb. 11.—Sir William How- 
ard Russell, the doyen of war cor- 
Tespondents and editor of The Army 
and Navy Gazette, died here yester- 
day at the age of 86. Born in Ireland 
(on March 28, 1620, son of John Rus- 
sell, of Lilyvale, he was educated at 
Rev. Dr. Geoghegan’s Academy and 
Trinity College, Dublin. 

His first experience as war corre- 
spondent for The London Times was 
during the Danish war in Schleswig- 
Holstein in 1850, and he acted in 
the same capacity during the Cri- 
mean war, the Indian mutiny, the 
Italian campaign of 1859, the U. 8. 
civil war, including the battle of Bull 
Run, the Danish war of 1864, the war 
between Prussia and Austria in 1866, 
the Franco-German war and the Egy 
tian disturbances in 1883-4. 

Sir William was attached to the 
Prince of Wales suite on his visit 
to Egypt and east in 1868, and act 
companied him as honorary privaia 
secretary to India in 1875-76. He 
published many volumes written in 
a trenchant and picturesque style, 
and was made a Knight Bachelor in 
1895, receiving besides several honor- 
ary university degrees.

He rather reluctantly admitted that 
the natural tendency for years had 
been toward reducing the hours si 
work per day, rather than lengthen.

speaking, he had undgrstood from Mr. 
Dunstan’s letters, that it was impos? 
sible for self-supporting girls (amoun 
ing to 30 or 40 per cent.) to live at 
the wages formerly paid; that, with- 
out the operators, the company’s $10,- 
000,000 capital couldn’t earn one cent; 
that Mr. Maw had recommended in a 
letter the doing away with vacations 
for Toronto girls, which would mean 
a rake-off of $11 per girl to the com- 
pany, and the amount was too in- 
significant to elicit any serious kicks; 
also that, while the Bell Telephone 
Co. was not a monopoly, yet it held 
interests in several independent *phone 
companies, and controlling interest 
in two large electrical manufacturing 
companies, from which the Bell Qo.

communications to the House on the

Alexandrovsky Killed 
Youthful Terrorist. 


KILLS 2 OTHERS; WOUNDS 1 


Then Shoots Himself When Entrapped 
In Theatre Loft — He Afterwards 
Dies In a Hospital, But His Name 
Remains Unknown — New Fea- 
ture Js That Bullets Used 
Were Poisoned—Jew Baiting. 


Penza, Russia, Feb. 9—S. A. Alex- 
androyeky, governor of Penza, was 
shot and killed by a young man as 
he was leaving the theatre Thursday. 
night. In attempting to escape, the 
assassin also killed the assistant chief 
of police and a policeman, and wound- 
ed the manager of the theatre. The 
terrorist then shot himself and died 
in a hospital. The assassin was not 
identified. The bullets which he used 
subsequently were discovered to be 
poisoned. 

M. Alexandrovsky, who was well- 
known as chief commissioner of the 
Red Cross in the field dusing the war 
between Russia and Japan, had just 
stepped out of the door of the thea- 

| tre when a youth pushed his way 
' through the crowd and shot the gov- 
ernor in the neck. 

Seeing that it was impossible to get 
through the crowd outside the build- 
ing, the murderer dashed into the 
theatre, firing wildly. In a second at- 
tempt to capture the assassin, the 
| Manager was severely wounded. 

The terrorist fled through what he 
evidently believed to be one of the 
exits, but found himself in the la- 
dies’ cloakroom. An attendant, rea- 
lizing the situation, pointed to the 
stairs as a means of erress, and 50 
s00n as the assassin disappeared the 
attendant locked the door behind him. 
The stairs, however, only led to the 
loft, and the murderer subsequently 
was found there unconscious from a 
{ bullet wound. 

Japs Honor Russ Soldiers.

To Combine In Britain to Defeat the 
Aristocracy. 

London, Feb. 9—The Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Sir John L. Walton, who pre- 
sumably spoke with the full knowl- 
edge of the intentions of the Goyern- 
ment, made an important declaration 
in a speech at Leeds Thursday night, 
foreshadowing the Government pro- 
gram for a reform of the House of 
Lords. 

In his remarks the Attorney-Gen- 
eral said that “the grim and serious 
work” upon which the Liberals were 
entering “would mean a revolution 
and involve two or three dissolutions.” 

He added that the House of Lords 
was entirely “out of harmony with 
modern democratic institutions and 
must go.” The Government would 
endeavor to give effect to the will of 
the people by bills, which the peers 
would probably throw out, leading to 
a “combination of the crown and peo- 
ple to defeat the aristocracy.” 

Attorney-General Walton recognized 
that the struggle would be prolonged 
and exciting, and would mean a com- 
plete re-arrangement of the constitu- 
tional and political forces.

CHANGES IN TARIEE 


Twine Made From Manila. 


| Proposed Bounty On Binder 
( 


EXTENSION OF FREE LIST 


, Duty on Potatoes Increased and To- 
matoes Are Placed on the Ad Valor- 
em Basis—Imporial Union Part- 
nership Discussed In House of 
Commons—Col. Hughes’ Mo- 
tion—Time Is Not Ripe. 


Ottawa, eb. 12—Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing gave notice last night of a long 
list of changes, some 120 in all, in 
the new tariff schedule brought down 
in the House on November 29th last. 
No official explanation of the changes 
will be given until the resolutions are 
moved in the House. Some of them 
are of considerable importance to tha 

‘eneral | consumer, in increasing or 

ecreasing the duties on certain sta- 
ple articles, but for the most part 
they are of a technical or relatively 
unimportant character, designed to 
meet the objections of manufacturers 
and others on minor points. 

To Encourage Binder-Twine Making. 

The first resolution provides that a 
bounty may be authorized on binder 
twine manufactured in Oanada from 
Manila fibre, such bounty not to ex- 
cead 3-8 of one cent per pound, and 
to be equal to the amount paid as ex- 
port duty in the Philippine Islands 
on Manila fibre. This answers one of 
the chief demands of the binder twine 
and cordage\manufacturers, while at 
the same time not increasing the cost 
to the consumer. A second resolution 
exempts from the dumping clause 
provisions binder twine manufactur- 
ed from New Zealand hemp. ‘etme! 
grass, etc. 

Some Important Changes. 

Some of the. more important 
changes in the tariff schedules may be 
briefly noted. The British preferential 
duty on cocoa and chocolate is reduc- 


ed 2 1-2 per cent. To meet the re- 
quests of the market gardeners the 
uty on potatoes is increased 2 1-2 


cents per bushel, and fresh tamsineg 
are placed on the ad valorezadmste.d 
of the specific basis. 

The duty on plums is increased 
from 20 cents to 30 cents per bushel. 
There is a small decrease in the duty 
on dates and figs.

Imperial Union. # Ray ~ 


The House of Commons gave ftStlt 
up yesterday afternoon and evening 
to the discussion of one of its peren- 
nial topics, that of Imperial federa- 
tion. As usual, it was Ool. Sam 
Hughes who sounded the first note 
with his familiar resolution affirming 
the necessity of a full partnership 
union between Great Britain and the 
colonies. The Prime Minister, while 
welcoming the discussion, thought the 
idea of a full partnership union was 
premature, contending that it could 
not be realized until they had free 
trade within the empire. The leader 
of the Opposition replied that Imper- 
ial free trade was not essential. He 
believed that the establishment of 
closer relations between the mother 
country and the dependencies would 
be a gradual process, and admitted 
that there were difficulties in the way 
of the formation of an Imperial Par- 
liament. 

Col. Hughes’ Motion. 

Col. Hughes in presenting his reso- 
lution Batds 

“That in the opinion of this House 
the interests of Canada and the Brit- 
ish empire would be best served by a 
full partnership union among Great 
Britain and her colonies.” 

He congratulated the country on 
the growth of imperialism. We no 
longer heard any talk about the 
treaty-making power or about a Cana- 
dian nayy, and a British general still 
commanded the armies of Ganada. 
Col. Hughes favored one great Im- 
perial Parliament to be above all the 
subordinate Parliaments. The Imper- 
ial Parliament was not to supplant 
the present British Parliament. It 
might be small in numbers and con- 
fine its labor to what might be term- 
ed international questions. It should 
also provide for a preferential’ tariff. 
Only some such scheme could pre- 
vent the various colonies from strik- 
ing for independence. Neither South 
Africa, Australia nor Canada could 
long retain its place o5 an indepen- 
dent nation if cut off from the pro- 
tection of Great Britain. 

An Age of Combination. 

Dr. Chisholm (Hast Huron) said 
that this resolution looked too larger 
confederation. Some opposed it as 
likely to dwarf them or to destroy 
their liberties. Many in Quebec had 
similar fears respecting confederation 
in 1867, but what had NpHERed? The 
French-Canadians really dominated 
tile situation, and one of them now 
rules this country. This was an age 
of combination, an era of big nations. 
He did not believe that Canada could 
stand alone without Great Britain and 
Great Britain would soon sink to the 
rank of a second-class nation if har 
coloriies were fost to her. There were 
misapprehensions to be cleared up. It 
was not pleasant for a Canadian to 
hear himself alluded as “only a colon- 
jal.”” It was unreasonable to expect 
Canada to contribute money to ‘the 
imperial navy when she was allowed 
no voice on its disposition, and yat 
Wwe were wounded by constant refer- 
ence to the “meanness of Canada,” 
He complained of the cattle embargo 
and of the fact that British subjects 
here had no voice in settling any im- 
perial question. What was the rem- 
edy? Would it not be found in an 
elective Imperial Parliament to be 
above the present British Parliament 
and the various colonial Parliaments? 
With our improved methods of trans- 
portation such a federation was en- 
tirely feasible. 

An Old Subject, Says Devlin. 

Mr. Devlin (Nicolet) said the sub- 
use had often been before the House. 

on he left Canada in 1897 it was 
an old subject. He failed to find any 
“growing sentiment’ towards imper- 
fall federation. 

Mr. Smith (Wentworth) was in fav- 
or of any feasible scheme that would 
eonsolidate the British empire. Can-

Looking to the Future. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that it was 
proper for the people of this young 
country to give some thought to their 
future. But what was precisely meant 
Ey the resolution? In France the colo- 

es have their deputies on thé floor 
of the Wrench assembly, and their lo- 
cal laws are made in Paris. British 
colonies would not submit to @ sys- 
tem like that. The basis and strength 
of the British empire consisted in the 
freedom and autonomy of its several 
States. It would be a grand idea to 
have a Parliament with members 
from Canada, New Zealand, South 
Africa and India, but was it prac- 
ticable? Such a Parliament must con- 
trol the fiscal affairs of these nations, 
and between them all must be abso- 
lute free trade. Could there be any 

on otherwise? It was the zollvere- 
{n that made the German empire; it 
was free trade between the states that 
made and makes the American 
Union. No union such as contemplat- 
ed by the resolution could exist with- 
out placing fiseal control in this new 
Imperial Parliament, and this would 
mean free trade between large parts 
of Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia and 
North and South America. 
The idea proposed by Ool. Hughes 
was not new. It had engrossed the at- 
tention and the stndy of the best 
minds in Great Britain. It had long 
agocbeen renounced as premature, if 
not impracticable. No great change 
ever came about in English-speaking 
countries until there was some griey- 
ance to be remedied, but in Canada 
we had no grievance. 

Free Trade Unnecessary. 

R. L. Borden was not prepared to 
dispute the argument that self-gov- 
ernment should be zealously guarded, 
but he repudiated the notion that free 
trade was needed to build up the em- 
pire. He anticipated that close rela- 
tions between the various parts of 
the empire would come gradually and 
naturally as a growth and develop- 
ment. It could not be hurrled or 
manufactured. He anticipated such 

owth and close union, and he be- 
ieved it would contribute to the 
peace and prosperity of the world. 

Canada First. 

W. F. Maclean (S. York) said that 
he was for Oanada first and empire 
next. Canada should make her own 
constitution, always respecting the 
treaty rights of Lower Canada, make 
her own court of final resort; make 
her own treaties; define Canadian 
citizenship, and eventually select her 
own chief magistrate, be he king or 
president. Canada must steadily ad- 
vance along the line of nationality, 
on which she was now entered, and 
she must not be afraid to think of 
her own defence, her own fighting 
men and her own ships. 


MR. DUNSTAN’S EVIDENCE. — 


Bell Telephone Operators Listen to 
the Conversations of Subscribers 
—Why This Is Done. 


Toronto, Feb. 7—Two little flurries 
of excitement yesterday swept over 
the audience attending the telephone 
commission’s investigations, when 
Judge Winchester rather criticized 
the company after an admission made 
by Manager Dunstan to the effect that 
the company had been paying some 
of its employes insufficient salary to 
live upon, which his honor question- 
ed was being conducive to a high 
moral tone, and when the matter of 
the “listening board’ was brought 
up, Judge Winchestet then wanted to 
know if it was true that private con- 
versations were recorded by listeners 
and filed for the perusal of officials. 

Manager Dunstan replied that the 
instructions to the operators on “lis- 
tening” boards were to report when 
certain telephones were put to an im- 
proper use. That is, when social tele 
phones were used for business calls. 
The listening boards also were use- 
ful for ascertaining the amount of 
traffic on any particular line. 

“Do the listening operators listen 
to conversations where the two peo- 
ple conyersing do not think that any- 
body is listening?” was asked, and 
Mr. Dunstan said “Yes—if they are 
so instructed.”

INSANITY. 


Swears Thaw Did Not Know That His 
Act, In Shooting Stanford White, 
Was Wrong—Gives His Opinion 
on a Hypothetical Question Cov- 
ering Every Detail of Evidersce 
Given So Far—Objections. 
New York, Feb. 12—Answering « 
hypothetical question covering every 


detail of the testimony up to this time 
in the Thaw trial, including Mrs_ 


Evelyn Nesbit Thaw’s nacration of her 
life history to the defendant, Obarles 
G. Wagner, superintendent of the 


state hospital for the insane at Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., declared om the wit- 
ness stand late yesterday that in his 
epee Harry K. Thaw did not know 
that the act was wrong when he shot 
and killed Stanford White on the roof 
of the Madison square garden. 

Mr. Jerome effectually blocked the 
completion, for the time being, of the 
direct testimony of Mrs. EyelynThaw- 
He insisted that before she went fur- 
ther, competent testimony as to 
Thaw's unsoundness of mind should 
be placed before the jury. Mr. Del- 
mas tried to carry forward the young 
wile’s story, but the district attorney 
was ready with an objection to every 
question asked. 

Harry Thaw’s Will. 

Mrs. Thaw had been recalled as the 
third witness of the day. One of her 
predecessors was J. D. Lyon, yice- 
president of the Union National Bank 
of Pittsburg, who testified that he re- 
ceived Harry Thaw’s will from the 
latter’s own hands some time prior 
to April 1, 1906, and held it in a safe 
deposit box until late in November 
last, when he directed his secretary to 
‘forward it to John B. Gleason of 
Thaw's counsel. 

Mr. Gleason said he received the 
will by mail on Dec. 11, 1906, and 
that obsolutely no changes were made 
in the instrument during the time 
it was in his possession. Mr. Delmas 
did not offer the will in evidence yes- 
terday, however, because it has not 
in its entirety been proved as having 
been legally executed by Thaw. 

The Note Produced. 

When young Mrs. Thaw was called 
to the stand Mr. Delmas turned to 
the district attorney and renewed his 
demand of Wednesday last, that the 
note which was passed by Mrs. Thaw 
to her husband at the Cafe Martin the 
night of the tragedy, be produced. 
Mr. Jerome produ it, and it was. 
identified by Mrs. Thaw and was then 
tead by Mr, Delmas, as follows: 

“The b— was here a minute ago, 
but went out again” Mrs. Thaw tes~ 
tified yesterday that “the b——” 
meant “blackguard,” as Thaw is al- 
leged always to have referred to Stan- 
ford White, whom she had seen on! 
the balcony of the cafe. ‘ 

The only other essential point Mrs. 
Thaw was allowed to bring out in 
her testimony was that the defendant 
meyer carried a pistol except wheni 
in New York Gity. She was asked 
many other questions by Mr. Delmas, 
embodying various stories she dis- 
cussed with Thaw, including the al- 
leged fate of a girl known to them 
as “the pie-girl,”” at the hands of 
Stanford White, but Mr. Jerome nulli- 
fled everyone of these questions with’ 
Sustained objections. C 

An Expert Witness. 

After compelling the defence to re= 
sort to expert testimony as to 
Thaw’s insanity by his objections to’ 
Mrs. Thaw’s testimony, Mr. Jerome 
confined Dr. Wagner, by a fusilade 
of objections, to testifying what he 
actually observed, and he delcared 
his observations were so closely re- 
lated with his questioning of the de- 
fendant that he did not know whether 


~he could differentiate them. 


‘A long argument over the point re- 
sulted in Mr. Delmas withdrawing 
any further questions as to the tests 
and his contenting himself with ask- 
ing Dr. Wagner for his opinion upon 
the hypothetical question coverme 
Me evymerice m1 tne cass. “The question 
was almost record-breaking in length— 
& comprehensive resume of the whole 
case, including Mrs, Thaw’s personal 
narrative. 

Jerome Obiects. _ 

In this hypothetical question Mr. 
Delmas accused Stanford White of 
having “drugged” Evelyn Nesbit and 
of having attempted renewed “‘com- 
munication or relations” with her sub- 
sequently to her marriage. Mr. Je- 
rome objected to these features of the 
question. 7 

He said the evidence did not show 
that one of Thaw’s uncles was 
sane, but that he was of unsound: 
mind, and that Evelyn Thaw did not 
state that she was drugged, but that 
the wine tasted bitter and that in 
two minutes at the outside she be- 
came unconscious. _ Both of these 
points were changed to agree with 
Mr. Jerome’s demands.

Canadian oysters are the best in the 
world, and jgajthered at points in 
Prince Edjyard Island and New Brun- 
Swick im itho purest waters, far from 
danzer of infection. Yet people will 
{zo on buying the others, as if there 
were mo suoh tfjmz, as sewer-tainled 
estuary mud.—London Wreo Press. 

Quite true, ‘remarks the Stratford 
Beacon. Most! of the oysters sold 
in this part of Ontario are from Bal- 
timore, Md., whero the beds are con- 
taminated by the sewage of that city. 
They are shipped in 'bulk, amd oystera 
in that form) are Wead, and accord. 
inz to the United States Government 
food experts, exceedingly dangerous 
food, they soon developing ptomaines 
—a deadly germ. 

The Prince Edward oyster and the 
Malpeque of ‘the Bay, of Tundy, on 
the other hand are cloan, cold water 
oysters, and ara as healthful as thev 
are appetizing. They are not sold in 
bulk, bultfin the shell, and beinz alive 
up ito the time the shells are opened 
are free from poisonous jzorms. There 
is no reason why these oysters should 
not be brought up to this peninsula 
and sold alt a price that would en 
able ithe oyster lover to jzeb the best 
that there is in the land, 

The editor of the Beaconsome few 
yeans ajzo, had a lbarrel of New ‘Brung 
swick oysters shipped to him, aind sev- 
eral citizens cam testify to thein su- 
perior quality. One dosy not have to 
be an epicure to distinguish the dif- 
ference ibetween them and the bulk 
oyster of ordinary commerce — thoy 
proclaim their excellence in the teste 
and their, nourishing powers.

THE ROUTE FOUND 10 BE SUPER- 
10R TO PORT HOPE. 


Latter Route Choapor But Water Powers 
Will Compensate. 

Ottawa, Feb. 18.—The long out- 
standing question as to whether {he 
outlet of the ‘Trent Valley Cinal 
would be at Trenton or Port Mupe 
has al last been decided im fayor of 
Trenton. Careful surveys haye been 
made of boll routes by the Depart- 
went of Railways and Ganals, and 
the result has been to indicate Luar 
Trenton, on the whole, bas more in 
its fuver as an outlet for the water- 
wuy Uhan Port Hope 

Suryeys show that the difference 
between the two routes, so far as 
construction is concerned, is not very 
wiaterial. In this respeot, Port Ho) 
has j@ somewhat stronger claim. ‘Lhe 
distance, gompared with Trenton, is 
somewhat shorter. The cost of coa- 
struction, therefore, would be, ac- 

cording to the engineers’ report, 
about 840,000 less to Port Hope 
than to Trenton. But this does not 
take into account! the land damages 
and waterpower privileges, in w 
respect the Lrenton route 1s found | 
to Le better. 

One great factor in favor of Tryn- 
ton is that barges can be luxen 
from Mitland through the Trav 
Valley Canal to Montreal with per- 
fect safety, being, landlocked ait thie 
way. If Port Hope had been seiected 
as un outlet these barges would have 
tol be towed for a considerabie dis- 
turmee out in the open lake, a rather 
isky if not impossible experiment in 
seyere weathers . ,

Resume On Monday. 


WHAT MR. JEROME WANTS 


Prisoner’s Actual Condition of Mind 
Determined by a Lunacy Commis- 
sion—Defence Outlines Its Plans 

for Next Week—Anthony Com- 
stock to Go on Stand to Testi- 
fy—Premium on Thaw's Life. 


New York, Feb. 16.—This statement 
as to Mr. Jerome’s position with re- 
gard to the sanity or insanity of Thaw 
was made yesterday: 

“Mr, Jerome does not know whe- 
ther or not Thaw is insane. None of 
his assistants know. None of the ex- 
perts retained for the prosecution 
know. These experts have not had an 
opportunity to examine Thaw, either 
as to his physical condition or his 
mental calibre. They are present in 
‘court at the trial with an open mind. 
They would like to know. — 

“7 any of the experts retained for 
the defence, some of whom have al- 
ready testified, will say authoritative- 
ly, that in their opinion Thaw is now 
insane, the district attorney will join

RAYMORE’S DREADFUL ACT 


Barkeeper In Tremont House Shoots 
Mrs. Charlton, With Whom He Liv- 
ed, and Then Ended His Own Lifo 
With a Bullet—An Unvarnished 
Tale That Gives Nothing for 
Morbid to Gloat Over. 


Toronto, Feb. 16.—Another tragedy 
was yesterday added to the list of il- 
licit associations. There are no har- 
rowing details; nothing for the mor- 
bid to gloat over, nothing that one 
should care to read. It is plain 
story of a bad infatuation, jealousy, 
murder, suicide. 

The dead woman is Mrs. Mary 
Charlton, who lived at 100 West Rich- 
mond street. The dead man was Jshn 
8. Raymore, employed as a barkeeper 
at the Tremont House, Raymore was 
& married man, He met Mrs. Charl- 
ton about 9 years ago, and became 
80 infatuated with her that he neg- 
lected his wife and child and went 
to live with the Charlton woman. His 
own wife then left him and has not 
been near him since. 

Raymore and Mrs. Charlton quar- 
reled frequently, but always made up 
Again. They had a more serious row 
a week ago, and Raymore stayed 
away from the house. 

The murder and suicide occurred 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30 at 100 
West Richmond street, where Ray- 
more had been living with her. Mrs. 
Charlton met Mrs. Mabel Cartwright, 
and invited her to her house, On the 
way ‘they saw Raymore walking ahead 
of them. Fearing trouble Mrs. Charl- 
ton suggested walking in another di- 
rection. After, as they thought, they 
had allowed sufficient time for Ray- 
more to disappear, they went to Mrs. 
Charlton’s ‘house. 

When Mrs. Charlton appeared at 
the door she met Raymore face to 
face. He had bgen on the lookout for 
her from a dolnstairs window. She 
started back in fear. He grabbed her 


by the arm, pulled her in and said, | 


“Come upstairs, Mary.” ‘She refused. 
It was all over in a few seconds. He 
fired’ twice at her.'One ‘bullet entered 
near the ‘breast and the other in the 
mouth and out the cheek, striking on 
the wall. The woman ‘fell forward on 
her knees and hands and moaned 
“My God, Mabel.” 

Another second and Raymore plac- 
ed the revolver to his right temple 
and fired the shot which ended bis 


‘own life. He fell backward through 


a door which leads into’a parlor bed- 
Toom, . 

The shots ‘attracted attention, One 
of the first’to arrive was the 18-year- 
old-son of Mrs. Charlton, who called 
@ passing hack. She died ‘before she 
reached St. Michael’s Hospital. Ray- 
more died about 15 minutes after the 
shooting. 

Mrs. Charlton was’the widow of 
Robert Charlton, who kept ‘a hotel in 
Yonge street some ten years ago. She 
leaves three children, alliboys. When 
the body was searched there was 
found $300 in cash, and a bank book 
Showing $2,000 to her credit. 

Raymore formerly kept a cigar 


store in York street, just north of | 


King street. He got going wrong and 
became a bartender in the Wilson 
House, York and Pearl streets, and 
has worked in other places. His wife 
has supported herself and two chil- 
dren and is much respected. Théy 
both came from Fergus.

HAS IMPORTANT FEATURES ; THE ELECTION IS STAYED 


Will Undoubtedly Precipitate a Live- 
ly Debate In Legislature — Some 
Stringent Proposals For Govern- 
ance of Licence Commissioners 

—Report of Horse-Breeding In- 

dustry Commission Not Ready. 
Toronto, Feb. 19.—The repeal ‘of 
the three-fifths clause is the outstand- 


ing feature of the bill introduced by 
Mr. G. P. Graham, leader of the Op- 


position, in the Legislature yesterday | 


afternoon. 

Mr, Graham not only comes out for 
a straight majority vote in this meas- 
ure, but proposes that the license 
commissioners and license inspectors 
shall neither directly nor indirectly 
have any interest in any contract, 
agreement or engagement with li- 
cense holders other than that neces- 
sary by virtue of their official posi- 
tions, and that upon the establish- 
ment of such business connections 
the powers of the commissioners or 
inspectors shall cease to exist. 

There is little doubt that the bill 
will precipitate the most interesting 
debate of the present session. 

Some Stringent Proposals. 

The first part of the measure simply 
repeals the three-fifths clause, and it 
then continues :— 

“The liquor license act is amended 
by inserting therein the following 
section as section 7a: 

“Tt shall not be lawful for any li- 
cense commissioner, license inspector 
or chief inspector during his tenure 
of office as such, directly or indirect- 
ly for himself, or through or on be- 
half. of any partner, nor as agent for 
any other person or persons, to have 
any interest in any contract, agre 
ment, business engagement, or busi- 
ness relationship with any license- 
holder. or the wife or husband of any 
licenseholder. 

“Any license commissioner, license 
inspector or chief inspector, who yio- 
lates the provisions of this section 
shall forthwith cease to hold the 
office of license commissioner, license 
inspector, or chief inspector, as the 
‘case may ‘be, ‘and ‘shall not thereafter 
exercise ‘any of ‘the functions or re- 
ceive any of ‘the emoluments of his 
former office. 

“Tt shall ibe ‘a sufficient answer on 
‘the part of any licenseholder, or the 
husband or wife of any licenseholder, 
as the case may be, to any suit or 
‘proceeding ‘brought on or in respect, of

Private Characters. 


HE THREATENS MINISTERS 


Practically Charges a Member With 
Potty Larceny, and After tho Most 
Offensive Speech Ever Made In 

the House Calmly Declares Sir 
Wilfrid Laurior to Blame for 
the Tone of the Discussion. 


Ottawa, Feb. 20.—One of tho most 
unreserved exhibitions of Parliamen- 
j tary Billingsgate in the history of 
the House of Commons took place 
yesterday afternoon, the offender be- 
ing Mr. Fowler, member for King’s, 
N.B., chief figure in somo remarkable 
financial deals recently invostigated 
by the Royal Insurance Commission. 
Mr, Fowler began the row during a 
discussion of Mr. Lemieux’s labor bill, 
with some disparaging remarks about. 
the ambitions of Mr. Ralph Smith, 
member for Nanaimo. In defence of 
his colleague from the Pacific, Mr. 
Ross (Yale-Oariboo) protested against 
Mr. Fowler’s allusion. Some ambi- 
tions, he said, were honorable and 
some ambitions were otherwise. Mr. 
Fowler had had ambitions to be a 
land proprietor in the Northwest— 
(laughter)—and he had had ambitions 
to be a lumber king in the Province 
of British Columbia. Possibly later 
developments would show what kind 
of other ambitions the member for 
King’s had. (Interruption.) 

Mr. Fowler (excitedly)—Let us have 
the whole story and we will show up 
your connection with Hill. (Opposi- 
tion cheers.) 

Considerable disorder ensued, amid 
which Mr. Fowler was heard shouting 
at the pitch of his voice, “We will get

Mr. Ross, resuming, seid no doubt 
the hon. member for King’s was quite= 
prepared to give his fair share of 
Billingsgate in the House, but ho 
would have to change his tactics in 
the House if he did not want to get a 
Roland for an Oliver. (Liberal cheers.) 

“TI want to tell him,” proceeded 
Mr. Ross, “that my personal record 
has not been a matter for investiga- 
tion.” (Renewed interruption.) 

Mr. Fowler—Neither has mine. 

Mr. Ross—And if he wants to inves- 


tigate my personal record he can do 
80 as soon as he wishes. 

Mr. Fowler—So can you mine as 
soon as you want to. 

At this point the disorder broke out 
afresh, and there were cries of “What 
about British Columbia?” “The Judas 
who carried the bag,” and “Who got 
the money?” 

Amid the din Mr. Bennett shouted 
to Mr. Ross: “Follow your bluff or 
shut up.” 

Mr. Ross—It is delightful to see the 
hon. members so excited. They must 
be hurt. (Interruption), 

Turning to the bill, Mr. Ross said 
that within two weeks the Opposition 
had changed their position. 

Some Strong Language. 

Mr. Fowler said ite could quite un- 
derstand the member for Yale-Cari- 
boo feeling very cross. He started out 
on an excursion a few weeks ago to 
British Oolumbia. He was well equip- 
ped. He had in his bag what was go- 
ing to change British Columbia from 
Conservative to Liberal. (Opposition 
laughter.) What happened to the bag 
he did not know. The string must 
have been untied while in possession 
of the member for Yale-Cariboo.

Plan to Assort Jurisdiction of the Pro- 
vince—The Bill Will Be the Subject 
of a Discussion Its Second 
Roading — Powers Regarding

Agreements Between Munici- 
palitios and Corporations. 


Toronto, eb. 20.—The Government 
has thrown down the gauntlet, and 
the fight for the control of railway 
and public utility companies enjoying 
Special privileges obtainable only by 
the sanction of the Legislature of this 
Province, but which seek to evade 
Provineial jurisdiction by afterwards 
securing incorporation at Ottawa, de- 
claring their organizations to be ‘for 
the general advantage of Canada,” has 
begun. 

Corporations Themselves Responsible. 

Hon. Mr. Hendrie introduced the 
measure in the form of a bill entitled 
“Sn Act respecting certain railways 
and other corporations.” After read- 
ing a few of the most important 
clauses of the bill, went on; “I may 
say, sir, that the necessity for intro- 
ducing a measure of this nature was 
brought about by certain railroad cor- 
porations in the past three years go- 
ing to the Dominion of Canada after 
getting many powers and privileges 
which could only be got from this Leg- 
islature, and there seeking to avoid 
the jurisdiction of this Legislature by 
being declared to be for the general 
advantage of the Dominion of Ganada. 
We hope that. this bill will control 
these corporations and leaye them 
where they properly belong.” 

Mr. Graham—TI do not quite catch 
the idea; is it that their rights given 
by this Legislature will terminate? 

Hon. Mr. Hendrie—Yes, 

The Maasure Is Retroactive. 

Mr. Graham—Is it retroactive? 

The Premier—Yes—in the sense that 
any company who have received such 
privileges will lose them if they at- 
tempt to evade this act by going to. the 
Dominion Government to have it de- 
clared they are for the general ad- 
vantage of Canada. This will not 
affect purchasers of debentures issued 
by a municipal corporation for bon- 
uses. 

Mr. Graham—All interests will be 
safeguarded? 

The Premier—There may be some 
questions with reference to the finan- 
cial results which will need discussion 
at a later date. 

Gist of the Bill. 

The bill sets forth: 

“Tn case the undertaking by any 
company or other corporation operat- 
ing a public utility and incorporated 
under a general or special act of the 
Province of Ontario is, by the Par- 
liament of Oanada, declared to be a 
work for the general advantage of 
Canada, or is absorbed by, or amal- 
gamated with, or controlled or operat- 
ed by, any company or other corpora- 
tion whose undertaking has been de- 
clared a work for the general adyan- 
tage of Canada, or which is not sub- 
ject to the legislative control of this 
rovince, then, unless the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council has otherwise 
declared, all powers and rights, priv- 
ileges and franchises conferred upon 
such first-mentioned company by let- 
ters patent or by any general or spe- 
cial act of this Province, shall there- 
upon cease anc determine, and every 
monicipal bylaw passed and every 
agreement ertered into with any muni- 
cipal corporat‘ou authorizing such 
company to carry on business, or 
granting any franchise thereto, shall 
thereupon become void and be of no 
effect, and such company shall forfeit 
all claim to any bonus or other aid 
granted by any municipal corporation. 
Provided that nothing in this section 
contained shall affect the validity of 
any debentures issued by a municipal 
corporation for payment for any such 
bonus in the hands of a bona fide

The shocking 
thing about this development is that 
iit is meeded at all, Why, a city of 
ordinarily decent [people shouid feel 
under ithe mecessity of crusading 
against itho use of language oo the 
streets and in public places which is 
an offence ito every lady and most 
wentlemen whereyer heard — to sy 
nothing of ithe religious side of the 
question—must remain one of the 
puzzling anomallies of modern life. 

“Profanity is moat clever. The most 
ignorant ; \people ‘swear with the 
greatest fluency. A man who does 
moti indulze in profanity, can pul’ in- 
4e his clean, crisp sentences more 
power ithen ithe ‘swearer’ can force 
into ‘his outbursts with a dozen oaths. 
Profanity may, mark anger and sound 
out aga simaal of a loss of temper. 
but neither of these things which one 
in his sober moments desires ta ad- 
vertise to the world, It is the res- 
‘trained temper, the cunbed amger, 
that are ‘the aigns of power. 

‘Public profamity is akin tosmok- 
mz in a lady's drawing room. It 
thrusts into the ears of waoffending 
people distasteful words which offend 
them as a lbad: odor does their nos- 
trils. They aro hurt and shocked by 
what they (hear; and they suffer this 
hurt on ithe public streets where 
thoy have every right to be protect- 
ed. They arelthe victims of unzentle- 
wanly conduct, and it is very scldo» 
that they feel willing to take 
itrouble ito punish the offendera. The 
common knowledize of this lends ‘to 
the offence j color of cowardica.

To get the proper local color for his 
book he goes to Cape Town with his 
wife and child.

A message reach- 
es him that his child is dangerously 
ill. On his way back to Gape Town he 
is captured by a Boer, who, on hear- 
ing his story, lets him go and assists 
him on his way. By this means he 
succeeds in reaching his child in time 
to_kiss it before it dies. 

In the course of the war the Boer 
is taken prisoner and condemned to 
death. It is then Dingley shows that 
he is no true Kipling after all. He re- 
fuses to intercede for the chivalrous 
foe who had befriended him and he is 
executed. Dingley’s novel makes a 
hit. Its dramatic incidents are shown 
by a bioscope in a London music hall. 
And the picture of the execution of 
the Boer arouses tremendous enthu- 
Siasm.

Irish Devolution Bill Is Merely 


An Experiment. 
r 


TO LEAD UP TO HOME RULE 


Functions of the Councils Will Be 
Administrative and Are Not Likely 
to Include Legislative Power— 
Enlargement of Power May 
Come Within Ten Years—Can- 
not Raise Taxation. 


London, Feb. 18—In response to a 
request William O’Brien, member of 
Parliament from Cork City, has out- 
lined the impending Irish measure, 
by which the Government proposes to 
meet the growing demand for Irish 
home rule. 

Mr. O’Brien said he was not in a 
position to speak with authority upon 
what the Irish bill would be, but it 
was not a settlement of the Irish 
claim for self-government, but _a pre- 
liminary experiment. Powers of coun- 
cil may be enlarged in ten years. 

Functions of council will be admin- 
istrative and financial, embracing 
control of all administrative depart- 
ments with the exception of the con- 
stabulary and the judiciary. Will in- 
clude the spending, but not the rais- 
ing of the greater part of Irish taxa- 
tion. 

No legislative powers. Bill may be 
amended so as to enable council to 
pass upon at least one stage of all 
Irish bills. 

Inish representation at Westminster 
to remain as at present or the whole 
Tepresentation may become members 
of the Irish council. 

Wealthier Unionist minority to be 
given some special representation. 

The council will be overwhelming- 
ly Nationalist. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION. 


Expenditures On Armies and Navies 
of World Too Great—Points of the 
Russian Program for Peace. 


London, Feb. 18.—It can be stated 
that Great Britain will continue to 
press for the inclusion in the program 
of The Hague peace conference, of 
the question of the reduction of ex- 
penditures on the armies and navies 
of the world. 

While some of the members of the 
Cabinet would like to go even further 
and bring up the subject of disarma- 
ment, the majority believe that this 
would be futile. 

The principal points of the program 
drafted by the Russian Government 
for the consideration of the peace con-

enemy after an outbreak of hostili- 


ties; the rights and duties of neutrals | 


at sea, including questions of contra- 
band regulations applicable to belli- 
gerent ports; and the destruction of 
naval cargoes in merchants vessels 
captured as prizes.

Paris, Feb. 18—Just as an agree- 
ment as to the terms upon which the - 
churches of France could be leasedito | 
the Catholic clergy was about to be 
reached between the representatives 
of M. Briand, Minister of Education, 
and Cardinal Richard, Archbishop of 
Paris, a ministerial crisis has loomed 
up on the horizon, and it is now 
doubtful whether Premier Glemen- 
cean’s Cabinet will survive the week. 

The Premier left a sick bed Satur- 
day to go to the Elysee Palace, where 
a Cabinet meeting under the presi- 
dency of President Fallieres, was be- 
ing held, to insist that the Cabinet 
should alone assume the résponsibil- 
ity of authorizing the form of con- 
tracts negotiated. 

Voice of Parliament. 


The Premier doubted that parlia- 
mentary majority would approve 
these contracts, and in any event he 
insisted that Parliament must be 
given an opportunity to voice its 
opinion of them before the Goyern- 
ment finally committed itself. The 
Premier said he was inlly aware of 
the plots of the followers of M. Com- 
bes and other groups, and as an old 
parliamentary fighter, he agreed that 
it was better to get the consent of 
Parliament in advance than to ron 
the risk of being outyoted later, 

He declared also that he was, him- 
self, ready to go into the chamber to- 
day and submit an interpellation on 
the question of confidence in the Goy- 
ernment. 

It is understood that M. Briand 
took sharp issue with his chief after 
the adjournment of the Cabinet meet- 
ing; it is declared that he intends to 
submit his yiews to his colleagues, 
and that on Tuesday ber he will 
retire or M. Clemenceau will resign:

COLLISION IN GALE 


Str. Orlanda Sunk By the Str, 
Heliopolis Off Welsh Coast. 


CAPTAIN AND 13 DROWNED 


Six of Crew Were Rescued By a Pilot 
Boat But One of Them Died From 
Exhaustion—Collision Took Place 

In Gale, With Heavy Seas Run- 
ning, But the Heliopoli’s 
Drifted Away. I 


Cardiff, Feb. 18—The British 
steamer Heliopolis collided Saturday 
midnight with the British steamer 
Orianda, outward bound from Pen- 
arth. 

The Orianda sank and fourteen per- 
sons, including her captain, were 
drowned. 

The Heliopolis put into this port 
with her bows damaged. 

{he steamer Helipolis had been 
chartered to convey 2,000 Spanish 
emigrants to Honolulu. She was at 
Barry, Wales, Saturday, and was to 
Proceed to Malaga for the emigrants. 

The Orlanda was of 1,500 tons dis- 
placement, and belonged to the Orien- 
tal Steamship Go. of Liverpool. 

The night was clear, but there was 
a gale blowing and a heavy sea run- 
ning. The Orlanda, which was coal- 
laden for Spezzina, was struck be- 
tween the engine room and the stoke- 
hole and so badly damaged that she 
immediately began to fill and heeled 
over and sank within half an hour. 

The Heliopolis dvifted away with- 
out rendering assistance. 

The captain mustered all the Orian- 
da’s nineteen men on deck. 


Each was given a lifebelt and 
jomped into the sea. Six of them 
reached a waterlogged lifeboat, the 


only boat it was possible to launch, 
the other having been smashed at 
the time of! the collision and all of 
them, with the exception of one who 
died from exhaustion, were rescued 
by a pilot boat after suffering greatly 
from exposure. 


AWFUL DEATH OF 7 SAILORS. 


Boiler Explosion on Fruit Steamer 
Results in Harrowing Loss of Life. 
New York, Feb. 18—The Hamburg- 

American line steamer Valdivia, 
fruit-laden from the West Indies, 
came into port Saturday with her for- 
ward decks shattered, her funnel flat 
upon the deck and the story of a 
boiler explosion on board last Wed- 
nesday morning which caused the in- 
stant death of seven members of the 
crew and the serious injury of an- 
other. 

The exploding boiler was known 
as the auxiliary and supplied steam 
to the various hoisting engines, steam 
capstans, steam steering gear, etc. 
Steam. was being increased by forced 
draught, when suddenly there came 
a “puff,” as it was described Satur- 
day, and seven men lay dead in the 
companionway of the forward 
“tween” decks. The companionway 
was literally choked with the dead. 
Many of the men were actually blown 
to pieces. The sight was appalling.

‘PHONE GIRLS’ SERVICE. 


New System Includes Seven Hours 
Work In a Nine Hours’ Day. 

Toronto, Feb. 19—The telephone 
inquiry came to an unexpected end- 
ing yesterday. After refusing to ac- 
cept the verdict of any board of medi- 
cal men who might investigate the 
working conditions of the operators, 
the officials of the Bell Go. put for- 
ward a new working system, and after 
a lengthy consultation the girls’ com- 
mittee decided this new system was 
more in the interests of their health 
than working for five hoursa day 
with no regular reliefs. Seeing that 
the girls agreed to accept this system, 
though they still contended these 
hours were too long, the commission 
decided not to hear any more 
dence, and adjourned sine die. 

Two Hour Shifts. 

The new proposal provides that op- 
erators work steadily for two hours, 
then have half an hour relief, an hour 
then half an hour relief, an hour 
lunch, and the same hours in the 
afternoon. By this system no girl will 
work longer than two hours con- 
tinuously. Though the hours to be 
spent at the switchboard number 
seven a day, the girls will be required 
to spend nine hours each day at their 
work. The company and the long-dis- 
tance operators will make some spec- 
ial arrangements among themselves.
